We shall hav e much to say 
about in d oor pictures. For a starter, 
let’s talk about silhouettes—those 
pictures in which the figures are 
solid Mack on a white back^-^roun d , 
much like the scissor pictures you 
see at fairs. 
With silhouettes, ev en more than 
with ord in ary sn aps, it is v ital that 
the pictures tell their own story. 
(Un less, of course, you wan t simply 
a profile portrait.) For yc u hav e on ly 
outlin es to work with, un supported 
by perspectiv e or d etail. 
The first eiisen tial of silhouette 
pictures is a perfectly flat back­ 
groun d . d ev oid of d etail. An d the 
easiest way to obtain such a back­ 
groun d is to stretch a bed sheet 
across a broad d oorway between 
two rooms. It’s importan t that the 
aheet be tacked up so that all 
creases an d wrin kles are elimin ated . 
To light up this backgroun d , a 
•tron g light must be put in back oK 
11, about fiv e feet away, either cen 
tered or placed d irectly back of the 
m ajor feature of the picture. You 
hav e a wid e choice of lamps. You 
can use a couple of ord in ary 60-watt 


frosted bulb lamps, a photofiood - 
type o r pbolt^lmsh lamp. Both the 
photo-flood an d photoflasii are av aiF 
able at most electrical or photo 
supply shops at v ery low prices. The 
photo-flood lamp, whtch giv es an ex­ 
ception ally brillian t white light, is 
probably your best bet. 
Pose your subject about two feet 
in fron t of the sheet (on the sid e 
away from the lam p). Plan t your 
camera on a tripod or table so that 
it is d irectly on as Imagin ary lin e 
d rawn from the lamp, through the 
sheet an d through the subject. The 
d iagram abov e explain s the layout 
in the simplest way. W hen the pic­ 
ture is taken , the light shin in g 
through the sheet should be the onl y 
light in either of the rooms. 
About expoan ret: if you ase the 
two 60-watt lamps, you will n eed an 
exposure of about 10 secon d s, with 
the len s w’ell open ed ; w'ith a photo­ 
flood , a couple of secon d s wi’* « uf- 
fice. Usin g the photoflash, ' 4 the 
shutter at “time,” turn out a) i ghts, 
open the shutter, flash the H’'ishbalb

“it is unreasonable to suppose 
that any student, merely because of 
graduation, wdll promptly become 
a good and valuable citizen in his 
community . 
A diploma is not 
enough. He must first have had an 
opportunity for actual participa­ 
tion as a leader and as a follower 
in a community -like organization 
which ex ists in the school,” Mr. 
Reusser declared. 
“It is of first importance that 
the school be organized and admin­ 
istered as a democratic commun­ 
ity . 
Ihis means that the teachers 
and pupils must share in the gov­ 
ernment of the school and be mu­ 
tually responsible for 
its moral 
and intellectual 
progress. 
While 
the teacher’s duty is to lead and 
direct, inspire and at the same time 
render decisions, a large share of 
the responsibility for fight conduct 
should be placed upon the pupils, 
as much as they are able to carry 
successfully .” 
| 
Character Training 
In speaking of some of the more 
specific methods through w'hich a 
child’s character may be trained, 
Mr. Reusser said, “The right kind 
of .school will 
be 
organized to 
adapt itself to the needs of the 
individual student.” 
The talents 
and weaknesses of each child must 
be studied. 
When a pupil constantly fails in 
a certain subject he becomes un­ 
happy and feels that he is a fail­ 
ure. 
Diagnostic testing is a way 
in which the teacher endeavors to 
discover 
the 
individual 
pupils 
weakness w'hich she strives to cor­ 
rect by remedial teaching. 
If the w'ork has been too ad­ 
vanced in the case of a certain pu­ 
pil, the teacher gives him the ty pe 
of work W’h ic h he is capable of do­ 
ing. 
She 
reviews 
past 
study 
W’hich Tnay have been diftlcult and 
upon W’hich the child w’as appar­ 
ently inadeq uately informed. 
Given work he can do success­ 
fully , the child’s self respect and 
confidence are restored and a thor­ 
ough knowledge of the work is in­ 
sured. 
Interv iew Replaces Punishment 
The 
jiersonal 
interview, 
Mr. 
Reusser ex plained, has replaced the 
old sy stem of punishment in prob­ 
lems of mis-conduct. 
In an inter­ 
view w'ith the 
erring 
pupil the 
principal or teacher can discuss the 
situation q uietly and intelligently 
thus cultivating the child’s inter­ 
est and insight into his own par­ 
ticular problem. 
The boy or girl with an ungov­ 
ernable temper usually develops 
forethought and self control when 
he clearly understands the harmful 
re>ults of his conduct. 
Behavior problems, Mr. Reus.ser 
said, are often the result of mis­ 
directed energy . The same energy 
which may ex plode into a burst of 
futile temper display or other 
forms of misconduct may be ])i’ofit- 
ably directed and used in a coronet 
solo, a fine oration, or a respon­ 
sible position in a school organiza­ 
tion. 


Mu.sic, drama, publication w'ork, 
and sports, Mr. 
Reusser feels, 
should be a definite 
part of the 
school schedule and should not be 
regarded as unimportant ex tra­ 
curricular activities. 
Sets a Go al 
The successful student, the su­ 
perintendent said, is the one w'ho 
can set up a goal in his endeavors, 
keep his interest focused upon it 
deeply and constantly enough to 
deprive himself of lesser pleasures 
in order to gain the more perman­ 
ent satisfaction in the end. An ath­ 
letic team must realize the neces­ 
sity of daily 
sacrifice 
and work 
during a season in order to arrive 
at a successful end goal—the best 
possible practice and performance 
record of w’hich they are capable. 
Earning a credit in a school sub­ 
ject may be considered a goal and 
one which req uire good daily work. 
Every student, when asked, w'ants 
to pass his subject and graduate. 
He realizes the greater importance 
of final good scholastic standing, 
but finds it hard to strive for con­ 
sistent good work in the many day s 
between the start and the finish,

Individual difference must be 
[ recognized, the principal said. “We 
i don’t want standardized products. 
jW’e would like 
to 
develop each 


i child’s aptitude for his owm partic- 
I ular talent.” 
i 
The F’riday moming assembly 
programs function not only as en­

Illinois State teacher’s association, 
the state still owes the county $1,- 
589,400 on the distribution for 1932 
and 1933. This shortage is caused 
chiefly by delinquencies 
in Cook 
county on state taxes formerly lev­ 
ied on 'property. 
On top of this comes a second 
deficiency. 
The state 
is running 
eight months late on its state 
school fund paid out of the sales 
tax. 
It is delinquent 
$7,000,000 
ami Cook county’s share of this, 
long overdue, should be approxi­ 
mately 
$2,300,000. 
These 
two 
sums make the approximate total 
of $3 889,400 due the county. 
C ook county, however, has col­ 
lected more proportionately than 
other counties. 
It got ahead of 
all other counties by getting its 
warrants, or orders, “in full” from 
the state and deducting most of 
its state school fund before turn­ 
ing over its tax collections to the 
state.

Of Municipalities Aim 
Of Legislative Proposal 


Authority to make investigations 
and arrests anywhere 
in Illinois 
would be given to municipal chiefs 
of police and any members of their 
departments designated by them by 
a statute being sponsored in the

bv the Suburban Area 
and Country Towns association of 
Cook county, according to a state­ 
ment from the organization’s ex­ 
ecutive secretary, Thomas A. Mat­ 
thews.
